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POKEWOHD 

The  lorsi  Crop  and  livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation~wide  organization:  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of 
Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Ic^a  State  Department  of  Agri- 
culture working  in  cooperati'^n  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agric^^lture,     The  year  1939  marked  the  one- 
hundredth  anniversarv  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the 
United  States, 

The  general  -orogram  of  the  lo'.'^a  Croo  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  ^eet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizati^^ns,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agric\-.ltural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  nas  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  respoiise  to  these  needs  that  this  series 
is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports^  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-'-'ide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration,  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23, 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  lo'^a  assessors  and  tax  officials  who 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Ic^a  laws.  With- 
out these  data  by  to-'nshios  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  acc^-rate  and  less  complete,

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IOWA  AWCC-LT-lAL  ST.^TISTIGS  -  HI'IBOLDT  GOlWn 

Humboldt  County,  as  first  established  in  1851,  embraced  sixteen  townships, 
including  the  four  northern  townshiios  of  Webster  County,     In  1855,  the  General 
Asse'iibly  apportioned  Humboldt  County  equally  between  Kossuth  and  Webster  Countiea 
and  on  July  1,  1855,  Humboldt  County  ceased  to  exist,     Hc^ever,  on  February  26, 
1357,  the  county  vras  again  established,  but  for  some  unexplained  reason  the 
southern  tier  of  to'mshi-Ds  was  erased  from  the  bill  establisning  the  restoration 
of  the  county.     It  was  contested  in  the  courts,  but  by  a  Supreme  Court  decision 
in  December,  1860,  the  county  lost  the  tier  of  townships  and  it  has  but  twelve 
now.     It  was  named  for  Alexander  Humboldt,  a  distinguished  C-erman  scientist. 

The  first  man  to  build  a  cabin  in  the  countj^  w,;,.s  Henrv  Lett,  who,   in  1852, 
located  on  a  stream  which  has  been  named  Lett's  Creek,     The  first  perm.anent  set- 
tlers were  Edward  licKnight ,  Charles  Bergk,   Solomon  Hand,  Newton  Dowling  and 
S.  Hackman  who  settled  on  the  east  fork  of  the  Des  licines  River  about  three 
miles  above  the  junction  of  the  two  branches  in  1854,     They  were  joined  the  next 
year  by  many  more  settlers  and  the  tc'n  of  Dakota  City  was  laid  out  in  1856,  be- 
coming the  county-seat  when  the  county  was  formally  organized  in  1857.- 

In  1863,  Hev,  S.  H.  Taft  '^ith  a  colony  from  central  New  York  settled  upon 
ten  sections  of  land  lying  along  the  west  fork  of  the  Des  Moines  Eiver  west  of 
Dakota  City,     They  laid  out  a  named  Springdale,  built  a  mill  ,  and  otherwise 

improved  the  settlement.     I'r„  Taft  also  founded  Humb'-.Idt  College  here.     The  name 
was  changed  to  Humboldt  when  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railroad  was  built  * 
thro-j.gh  the  to-fn,  if 

Humboldt  is  of  interest  to  many  as  the  home  of  Frank  Gotch,  one  time  World's 
wrestling  cham-pion  who  is  buried  in  Union  Cemetery  in  Humboldt,  2/ 

Area 

Humboldt  Countv  is  approximately  18  by  24  miles  in  extent,  embracing  431 
square  miles  3/',  or  275.840  acres.     Of  this  number,  267,711  acres  are  listed  as 
farm  lands»     4/    There  are  tw?lve  townships  in  the  countv,  all  coinciding  with 
the  Congressional  townships.     It  ranks  sixty-fourth  in  point  of  size  in  the 
State,   sharing  this  place  with  Jefferson  County, 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  38  years  (1892-1930)  was  46.8  degrees.     The  ave- 
rage precipitation  for  the  57  years  (1883-1930)  in  this  county  was  2b. 03  inches, 
and  the  growing  season  averaged  148  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  "lay

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Population 

The  State  Census  of  1852  listed  7  persons  in  Humboldt  County;  this  numher 
had  gro^rn  to  519  "by  1859,  but  the  federal  census  of  186C  listed  only  332.  ^ith 
the  advent  of  the  railroad,  the  population  began  to  increase  rapidly  and  in 
1930  it  had  13,202  inhabitants,  the  largest  it  has  ever  had.     It  has  a  density 
of  31  persons  ner  square  mile,     as  conr>ared  with  the  State  density  of  44.  The 
following  table  shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  at  10-vear  enumerations:

CooToeratives 

In  1937  there  were  14  cooperative  institutions  in  ODeraoion  in  this  county 
— -8  elevators,  3  creameries  and  3  livestock  enterprises. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  2,176  members,  of  which  1,646  were  active,  and  3,438 
persons  did  business  with  the  14  concerns.     The  selling  cooDeiati ves  had  a 
business  volume  of  $1,578,614  and  the  p-  rchasing  cooperatives  transac"ed  ol67, 
547  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  xion-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market  farm 
com^iodities  for  their  members  and  patrons*     10 /

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Fruit 

The  largest  num"ber  of  apple  trees,  30,709,  were  reported  in  1909  and 
36,783  "bushels  of  apoles  were  harvested  in  the  same  year.    Peaches  have  never 
"been  of  any  consequence.    Plums  had  their  largest  number  of  trees,  10,490,  in 
1894,  and  tneir  greatest  production^  1,199  "bushels  in  1909,     The  largest  cherr^^ 
listing  was  in  1894,  when  2,030  trees  and  272  bushels  were  reported.     The  largeat 
production  of  graioes  was  in  1909  vrhen  25,247  pounds  were  listed,  but  the  greatest 
number  of  vines,  7,342,  were  listed  in  1894.     11 / 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdo'Tn  for  com  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  com  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
rrhich  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived  by 
dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  huskeo)  and  added  to  summations 
of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This  arsunei;  that  acreage  not 
husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  h-,.sked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  hiis-ced  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  to^mship  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  onl^''  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  hus'ked.     The  total  com  acreage  is  shown 
by  township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage 
shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  sum- 
mar^'  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied 
by  the  acreage  sho^Ti  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  ^'ears  actual  to'TOshi-o  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  com  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utili zati'^ns.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are,, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  17  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  state  farm  assessors'  figures,
